“To re- 
tain our freedom of action,” is the 
tribute the Austrian War Office pays 
to Gen. Cadorna’s offensive, which 
observers expect to spread rapidly to 
the Isonzo front. 

In the east the Russians, while 
still held up in their advance on 
Kovel by the Germans, are continu- 
ing their progress against the Aus- 
trians in the south.

kindness of Dr. Albert C. 
Albertson, inventor of the rotary ma- 
chine gun, which hurls projectiles 
from a wheel by centrifugal force, a 
photographer was permitted last Sat- 
urday to make pictures of the new 
machine of destruction during a test 
on Governor's Island. 

The test, which was merely pre- 
liminary to a series of more severe 
ones to begin soon, was under the 
auspices of United States Army 
officers, Capt. E. Kilbeurne of the 
coast artillery being in command. 

The firing of the projectiles was 
done by Sergt. George D. Griffin of 
the Eighty-fourth Compary, Coast 
Artillery. Owing to the failure of 
an electrical controller to arrive on 
time the tests were handicapped, but 
Dr. Albertson’s ingenuity found a 
ready way out of the difficulty.

Gent, I now communicate to you my reason§ for declining the honor 
Which I so deeply appreciate. Since the adjournment of the convention 
E have received between 2000 and 3000 letters and telegrams from men 
Who had supported me for the nomination, the majority expressing the 
Gesire that I would refuse to run, while a minority urged that I should 
Sccept the nomination. As it is a physical impossibility to afiswer these 
letters and telegrams individually, I beg of the courtesy of the senders 
that they will accept this public statement in lieu of such answers. 


__ Before speaking of anything else, I wish to express my heartiest and 
Most unstinted admiration for the character and services of the men and 
Women who. made up the Progressive National Convention of 1916. I 
can give them no higher praise than to say that in all respects they stood 
level with the men and women who in 1912 joined at Chicago to found 
the Progressive party. These two conventions, in character, in disinter- 
Setedriess, in vision, in insight, in high purpose and in desire to render 
political service to the people, typified exactly what such bodies ought 
te be in a great self-governing democracy.

convention to scores of leading Pro- 
&ressives from all parts of the coun- 
try, including many of the leaders 
at the convention. To these men I 
expressed my earnest hope that the 
Republicans would so act as to make 
it possible for the Progressives to 
join with them, I stated to them, 


however, that in view of the atti- 
ane of some of the Republican 
eaders, it was at least conceivable 
that we 


should be put in a position 
where our highest duty, our fealty 
to the country, our sense of what 
patriotism demanded in a great 
crisis would make it imperative upon 
us to run a separate ticket; and that 
whether in such event it would be 
necessary for me to head that ‘ticket 
could not be determined in advance. 
I stated in these interviews and in 
these letters with the utmost em- 
phasis, that the decision of this 
point, like the whole matter of run- 
ning @ separate ticket, would have 
to be determined by what the in- 
terests of the country demanded in 
view of the action finally taken by 
the conventions at Chicago. 

At the time many of the Repub- 
lican leaders asserted that my state- 
ments were not made in*good faith: 
that I really intended to insist upon 
my own nomination by the Repub- 
lican convention, and that if I was 
not sO nominated I intended to ac- 
cept the Progressive nomination and 
run on a third ticket. Of course, my 
fellow Progressives were under no 
such error. Thev knew that I spoke 
in good faith and meant what I said. 
They knew that my utterances were 
to be accepted at their exact face 
value as meaning that if the Re- 
publicans nominated a man whom 
we could conscientiously support we 
would support him. The Progressive 
convention came together knowing 
my public statements and therefore 
— ee exactly what my attitude 
._In my judgment, the nomination 
of Mr. Hughes meets the conditions 
set forth in the statement of the 
Progressive Nationa! Committee, is- 
sued last January, and in my own 
statements. Under existing condi- 
tions, the nomination of a third 
ticket would, in my judgment, be 
merely a@ move in the interest of the 
election of Mr. Wilson. I regard 
Mr, Hughes as a man whose public 
record is a guarantee that “he will 
not merely stand for a programme 
of clean-cut, straight-out American- 
ism before election, but will reso- 
lutely and in good faith put it 
through if elected.” He is beyond 
all comparison better fitted to be 
President that Mr. Wilson. It would 
be a grave detriment to the country 


to re-elect Mr. Wilson. I shall, 
therefore, strongly support Mr. 
Hughes. Such being the case. it is 


unnecessary to say that I cannot 
accept the nomination on a third 


ticket. ‘I do net ~believe that 
there should be a third ticket. 
I believe that when my fel- 


low Progressives coolly consider the 
question, they will, for the most 
part, take this position. They and I 
have but one purpose, the purpose to 
serve our common country. It is 
my deep conviction at this moment 
‘we can serve it only by supporting 
Mr. Hughes. 

It is urged against Mr. Hughes 
that he was supported by the various 
so-called German-American alli- 
ances. I believe that the attitude 
of these professional German- 
Americans was due, not in the least 
to any liking for Mr. Hughes, but 
solely to their antagonism to me. 
They were bound to defeat me for 
the nomination. The only way by 
which they could achieve this ob- 
ject was by supporting Mr. Hughes 
and they supported him accordingly. 
without any regard to other con- 
siderations. I need hardly repeat 
what I have already said in stern 
reprobation of this professional Ger- 
man-American element—the element 
typified by the German-American 
alliances and the similar bodies, 
which have the prenomination 
campaign played not merely an un- 
American but a thoroughly anti- 
American part. These men have 
nothing in common with the great 
body of Americans who are in whole 
or in part of German blood, and who 
are precisely as good Americans as 
those of any other ancestry. There 
are not, and never have been, in all 
our land, better citizens than the 
great mass of the men and women 
of German birth or descent who have 
been or are being completely merged 
in our common American national- 
ity; a nationality distinct from any 
in Europe, for Americans who are 
g00d Americans are no more Ger- 
man-Americans than they are Eng- 
lish-Americans or  Irish-Americans, 
or Scandivanian-Americans, They 
are Americans and nothing else. No 
good American, no matter what his 
ancestry, or creed, can have any 
feeling except scorn and detestation 
for those professional German- 
Americans who seek to make the 
American Pfesident, in effect, a 
viceroy of the German Emperor. 
The professional German-Americans 
of this type are acting purely in the 
sinister interest of Germany. They 
have shown thelr eager readiness to 
sacrifice the interest of the United 
States whenever its interest con- 
flicted with that of Germany. They 
represent that adherence to the 
politico-racial hyphen which is the 
badge and sign of moral treason to 
the republic. I have singled these 
men out for specific denunciation 
and assuredly if I support a candi- 
date it may be accepted as proof that 
I am certain that the candidate is 
incapable of being influenced by the 
evil intrigues of these hyphenated 
Americans. 

Mr. Hughes’s character and his 
whole course of conduct in public 
affairs justify us in the assured con- 
viction that the fact that these men 
have for their own purposes sup- 
ported him will, in no shape or way, 
affect his public actions before or 
after election. His entire public life 
is a guarantee of this. The events 
of the last three and a half years 
have shown that as much cannot 
be said for Mr. Wilson. 

In Mr. Wilson's case we do not 
have to consider his words, but his 
deeds. His deeds absolutely contra- 
dict his words, and for the matten 
of that, his words absolutely contra- 
dict one another. It is folly to pay 
heed to any of the promises in the 
platform on which he stands, in 
view of the fact that almost every 
promise contained in the platform 
en which he stood four years ago 
has since been broken. We owe all 
of our present trouble with the pro- 
fessional German-Ameriaan element 
in the United States to Mr. Wilson's 
timid and vacillating course oe 
the last two years. The defenders 0 
Mr. Wilson have allewed in excuse 
for him that he confronted a diffi- 
cult situation. As regards Mexico, 
the situation which Mr. Wilson oo 
fronted was nothing like as dificult 
as that which President 
confronted in connection with Cu r 
and the Philippines at the time me 
the Spanish War. Under the — 
circumstances we could with only a 
minimum of risk have protested a 
behalf of Belgium, a small, well- - 
haved nation, when she was — 
to the last extremity of outrage ! 
the brutal violation of her neutra 
rights, this violation being itself a 
violation of The Hague conventions 
to which we are a signatory power. 
As regards the foreign situation 


[during the great war the fact of 
the existence of the war made it 
far easier for Mr. Wilson to assert 
our rights than if he had to deal 
with some single strong power 
was at the time unhampered 
’y war. During the past twenty 
years questions have arisen with 
powers of the first rank, such as 
England, Japan and Germany, each 
of which has necessitated far great- 
er courage, resolution and judgment 
on the part of the President deal- 
ing with it than President Wilson 
need have shown in order to put a 
complete stop to the continually re- 
peated murder of American men, 
women and children on the &igh 
seas by German submarines—the 
Lusitania being merely the worst of 
many such ses. The same feeble- 
ness that was shown by President 
Wilson in dealing with Germany 
abroad was also shown by him in 
dealing with the organized German 
outrages within our own land, and, 
finally, in dealing with the organ- 
ized German-American vote. The 
continued existence of the German- 
American menace at home is direct- 
ly due to Mr. Wilson's course’ of 
action during the past two years. 

Certain of my friends who feel 
that the Progressives should run a 
third ticket base their feeling on ob- 
jection to the character or actions 
of the Republican National Conven- 
tion. As regards this point it is suf- 
ficient to say that the members of 
the Republican convention were in- 
duced to nominate Mr. Hughes pri- 
marily because of the belief that his 
integrity and force of character. and 
his long record of admirable public 
service, would make him peculiarly 
acceptable, not only to the rank and 
file of the Republican party, but to 
the people generally. I do not be- 
lieve that Mr. Hughes woulda have 
been nominated if it had not been 
for the fight on behalf of public 
decency and efficiency which the 
Progressive party has waged during 
the past four years. 

In any event and without any re- 
gard to what the personal feelings 


of any of us may be as regards the 


action of the Republican convention, 

wish very solemnly to ask the 
representatives of the Progressive 
party to consider at this time only 
the welfare of the people of the 
United States. We shall prove false 
to our. ideals and our professions if, 
in this grave crisis of the nation’s 
life, we permit ourselves to be 
swerved from the one prime duty of 
serving with cool judgment and sin- 
gle-minded devotion the nation’s 
needs. Our own political fortunes. 
individually and collectively, are of 
no consequence whatever, when 
compared with the honor and wel- 
fare of the people of the United 
States. Such things Jo not count 
when weighed in the balance against 
our duty to serve well our country, 
in which, after we are dead, our 
children and our children’s children 
are to live. 

The world is passing through a 
great crisis, and no man can tell 
what trial and jeopardy will have 
to be faced by this nation during the 
years immediately ahead. There is 
now no longer before us for decision 
the question as to what particular 
man we may severally most desire 
to see at the head of the govern- 
ment. We can decide only whether 
during these possibly vital years this 
country shall be entrusted to the 
leadership of Mr. Hughes or Mr. 
Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson has been tried and 
found wanting. His party, because 
of its devotion to the outworn theory 
of State rights, and because of its 
reliance upon purely sectional sup- 
port, stands against that spirit of 
farsighted nationalism which is es- 
sential if we are to deal adequately 
with our gravest social and indus- 
trial problems. Mr. Wilson and his 
party have in actual practice 
lamentably failed to safeguard the 
interest and honor of the United 
States. They have brought us to 
impotence abroad and to division 
and weakness at home. They have 
accustomed us to see the highest and 
most responsible offices of govern- 
ment filled by incompetent men ap- 
pointed only for reasons of partisan 
politics. They have dulled the moral 
sense of the people. They have 
taught us that peace, the peace of 
cowardice and dishonor and indif- 
ference to the welfare of others, is 
to be put above righteoushess, above 
the stern and unflinching perform- 
ance of duty whether the duty is 
pleasant or unpleasant. Yet in Mex- 
ico they have failed even to secure 
the peace which they thus sought, 
and they have failed, in spite of 
most ample opportunity and most 
ample warning, to prepare in any 
real fashion to meet the crisis which 
their own policy invited. They have 
taught us to put “safety first,” safety 
before duty and honor; to put that 
materialism which expresses itself in 
mere money making, and in the 
fatted ease of life, above all things, 
above the high and fine instincts of 
the soul. They have taught us to 
accept adriot elocution as a substi- 
tute for straightforward and effi- 
cient action. They have raised in- 
decision, hesitancy and vaciilation 
into a eettled governmental policy. 

Mr. Hughes has shown in his ca- 
reer the instinct of efficiency which 
will guarantee that under him the 
government will once more work 
with vigor and force. He possesses 
that habit of straightforward think- 


be correlated with his deeds and 
translated into facts. His past ca- 
reer is the warrant for our belief 
that he will be the unfaltering op- 
ponent of that system of invisible 
government which finds expression 
in the domination of the party boss 
and the party machine. His past 
career ig a guarantee that whatever 
he says before election will be made 
good by his acts after election. 
Morally, his public record shows him 
to be a man of unbending integrity; 
intellectually, it shows him to be a 
man of original and trained ability. 
We have the alternative of continu- 
ing in office an administration which 
has proved a lamentable failure, or 
of putting into office an administra- 
tion which we have every reason to 
believe wi]l function with efficiency 
for the intérest and honor of all our 
people. I earnestly bespeak from 
my fellow-Progressives their un- 
grudging support of Mr. Hughes.

ORPET TESTIFIES 
IN OWN BEHALF 


Recites Story of Marion Lam- 
bert’s Death to Jury. 


Declares He Did not Give the 
Girl Any Poison. 


Admits He was Alone with 
Her When She Died. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WAUKEGAN (Ill.) June 26.— 
Will H. Orpet, the 20-year-old Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin student charged 
with the murder of Marion Lambert, 
his schoolgirl sweetheart, took the 


Stand this afternoon and told on 
his direct examination of his meet- 
ing with her on February 9, and of 
her death. Adjournment for the 
night interrupted the recital, which 
will be resumed tomorrow. 

He did not see her take poison, 
nor have it about her, he testified, 
but he saw her dying convulsions. 
He supported the theory that the 
cyanide of potassium which caused 
death was taken in powdered form 
and not in solution, as insisted by 
expert toxicologists called by the 
prosecution. 

“I noticed a white powder on her 
face and one hand,”’ he said. 

The “medicine” which he gave her 
to relieve her delicate condition was 
simply molasses and water. He told 
her she should not be in a delicate 
condition and adopted the subter- 
fuge to relieve her mind, as she told 
him in letters that she was alarmed 
at her condition. 

At the meeting in the woods, he 
said, Marion expressed alarm at her 
condition and he tried to persuade 
her that her fears were groundless. 
He offered her the molasses and wa- 
ter as a “fixer,” but she said that 
it would do her no good. 

He suggested that she would bet- 
ter catch her car and started away, 
but she called him back and asked 
if he was going to write to her any 
more. He said he thought not and 
started away again. 

TAKES POISON. 


“Something, I don’t know what,” 
made him turn around, he testified. 
Marion had taken the poison. He 
could see she was having a convul- 
sion. He returned to her and said 
she had two more tremors. 

Witness said that he became 
dazed and remembered only fleeing 
from the woods. He took a train 
back to Madison. ; 

After leaving the woods, he said 
he threw away the bottle of diluted 
molasses. The bottle was recovered 
nine days later by K. B. Hawkins 
and others sent out by attorneys 
whom Orpet had by that time re- 
tained. 

The case of the defense began at 
the forenoon session with the open- 
ing statement by James H. Wilker- 
son, chief of counsel for the defend- 
ant. The statement was completed 
in the afternoon, and to the surprise 
of those who have been attending 
the trial. Orpet was the first wit- 
ness. 

IS FORGETFUL. 


His face lighted, however, as he 
heard his name called and with an 
encouraging look from Mrs. Orpet, 
he went forward and was sworn. His 
voice was plainly audible at first, but 
soon developed periods of weakness. 
He recollected very little save -the 
purport of his conversation with 
Marion. 

As had been conjectured, Orpet|} 
spent the night of February 8-9 in 
the garage on the McCormick es- 
tate, of which his father is superin- 
tendent. He went to Helm’s Woods, 
after walking around for an hour 
or more, because he did not wish to 
be seen. He had arranged the nicht 
before to meet Marion on her way 
to school. 

It was she, he said, who suggested 
that they go into the woods. She 
had come to the little interurban 
Station of the Sacred Heart Convent 
with Josephine Davis. She did not 
take the train which Josephine and 
the other girls took, however. When 
the train pulled out, leaving Marion 
alone, Orpet came from the edge of 
the woods, where he had been hid- 
ing, and joined her on the platform. 

He suggested that they go into 
the little waiting-room, but she 
pointed to the woods and sugzested 
that they go there. This they did. 
Orpet’s testimony was interrupted to 
allow Hawkins to testify as to the 
finding of the bottle, as he is a mem- 
ber of the Illinois National Guard, 
and under orders to proceed at ence 
to the mobilization camp.

COLONEL TO MEET HUGHES.

 TELEGRAM.TO DAVIS. 


Following is the text of Mr. 
Hughes's telegram to Secretary 
Davis of the Progressive National 
Committee: 

“NEW YORK, June 26. 

“Hon. O. K. Davis, chairman of the 
Progressive National Committee, 
Chicago, Ill. 

“I welcome the support of Pro- 
gressives. We make common cause 
in the interest of national honor, of 
national security, of national effi- 
ciency. We unite in the demand for 
an undivided and unwavering loyalty 
to our country, for a whole-hearted, 
patriotic devotion overriding all 
racial differences. We want a re- 
vival of the American spirit—a na- 
tion restored. We insist upon prompt 
and adequate provision for the com- 
mon defense; upon the _ steadfast 
maintenance of all the rights of_our 
citizens and upon the integrity of in- 
ternational law. | 

“The most serious difficulties the 
present administration has en- 
countered have been due to its own 
weakness and incertitude. I am pro- 
foundly convinced that by prompt 
and decisive action, which existing 
conditions manifestly called for, the 
Lusitania tragedy would have been 
prevented. We strongly denounce the 
use of our soil as a base for alien 
intrigues, for conspiracies and the 
fomenting of disorders in the inter- 
est of any foreign nation, but the re- 
sponsibility lies at the door of the 
administration. The moment notice 
is admitted, responsibilitv is af- 
fixed. For that sort of thing could 
not continue if the administration 
took proper measures to stop it.

That responsibility the administra- 
tion cannot evade by condemning 
others. It was officially stated by 
the Secretary of State in the Mexi- 
can note of June 20, 1916, ‘that for 
three years the Mexican republic has 
been torn with civil strife; the lives 
of Americans and other aliens have 
been sacrificed; vast properties de- 
veloped by American capital and en- 
terprise have been destroyed or 
rendered nonproductive; bandits 
have been permitted to roam at will 
through territory contiguous to the 
United States and to seize, without 
punishment, or without effective at- 
tempt at punishment, the property 
of Americans, while the lives of 
citizens of the United States who 
ventured to remain in Mexican terri- 
tory or to return there to protect their 
interests, have been taken, in some 
cases, barbarously taken, and thw 
murderers have neither been ap- 
prehended nor brought to justice.’ 
What an indictment by the-adminis- 
tration of its Mexican policy. And 
still we are unprepared. That un- 
preparedness in the midst of perils, 
and after the expgrience of three 
y , ls a demonstration of an un- 
pardonable neglect for which the ad- 
ministration is responsible. 


“The government now has and 
have most emphatically the 
unstinted and patriotic support of 
every citizen in the existing ex- 
igency. But unquestioning, loyal 
and patriotic support of the govern- 
ment is one thing; approval of the 
fatuous course which the adminis- 
tration has followed is quite another. 
I cannot in this message adequately 
review that course; that I shall do 
later. 

“No intelligent man is deceived by 
the temporary prosperity due to ab- 
normal conditions and no one can 
fail to appreciate the gravity of the 
problems with which we shall be 
faced when the war ends. We are 
alive to the imperative necessity of 
assuring the bases of honest busi- 
ness, I am in deep sympathy with 
the effort to improve the conditions 
of labor; to prevent exploitation; to 
safeguard the future of the nation by 
protecting our women and children. | 
I believe in workmen's compensa- 
tion laws; in wise conservation of 
our national resources so that they 
may be protected, developed and 
used to the utmost public advan- 
tage. By underlying every endeavor 
to promote social justice is the in- 
dispensable condition that there 
shall be a stable foundation for 
honorable enterprise. American in- 
dustry must have proper protection 
if labor is to be safeguarded. We 
must rescue our instrumentalities of 
interests and foreign commerce, our 
transportation facilities, from un- 
certainty and confusion. We must 
show that we know how to protect 
the public without destroying or 
crippling our productive energies, 


“To what agency shall we look for 
the essential constructive pro- 
gramme on which our security and 
prosperity must depend? It is vain 
to expect it from the Democratic 
party. That party has not the ha- 
tional outlook. Both its traditions 
and dominating influences are fatal 
handicaps. I have no sectional word 
to utter. We are to elect a President 
of the whole country, not of a part. 
The South, as well as the North, 
East and West, will be the gainers 
from our endeavors. But it is sober 
truth as I see it that as we go for- 
ward we must make the Republican 
party the instrument of our advance. 
We want deeds, not wrdgs; far- 
reaching national policies. The 
Progressives have insisted on a re- 
sponsible, not invisible government, 
an efficient administration. I yield 
to no one in that demand. I am 
eager to call the best ability of the 
country to our aid. For the con- 
duct of the great departments the 
Executive is directly responsible, 
and there is no excuse whatever for 
the toleration of incompetence in 
order to satisfy partisan obligations.

BRITISH IN AFRICA. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.! 

LONDON, June 26.—An important 
success for the British forces in the 
northeastern portion of German 
East Africa was officially announced 
today. The Germans were engaged 
forty miles south of Handeni, on the 
Lukigura River on June 24 and 
were “heavily defeated" by Gen. 
Smuts’s trops, says the official state- 
ment. 

The British inflicted severe losses 
and captured two machine guns, 
rifles, various munitions and numer- 
vus prisoners, including eleven Ger- 
mans, the statement said. The 
British lost four men killed and 
twenty wounded. 

The British official statement is- 
sued at midnight reads: 

“We carried out a number of suc- 
ceasful enterprises last night at dif- 
ferent points. Hostile lines were 
penetrated at ten different places. 
Our parties inflicted considerable 
casualties on the enemy and .took 
several prisoners. Our casualties 
everywhere were very slight. 

“The Muneter Fusiliers and An- 
zacs Were particularly successful. 

“In connection with these raids 
there was a great deal of artillery 
work on both sides yesterday eve- 
ning and during the night. Our ar- 
tillery fired with great effect, the 
hostile trenches being considerably 
damaged in many places. Four 
large explosions were caused by our 
heavy artillery in the enemy’s rear- 
guard line between Posieres and 
Hontauban. - 

“Today our artillery was again 
active at numerous points, and con- 
siderable damage was done .to hos- 
tile defensive works, notably between 
Longueval, Gommecourt, Givenchy- 
en-Gohelle, north of the Loos sall- 
ent, opposite Wytschaete and east of 
Wieltie. 

“One hostile kite balloon, in addi- 
tion to those already reported, was 
destroyed by our aircraft yesterday, 
making a total of six out of fifteen 
balloons attacked. The six were seen 
to fall in flames.” |. 

ITALIAN REPORT.

ROME, June 26.—A general re- 
treat of the Austrians in the Tren- 
tino district over a sector about 
twenty miles in extent is announced 
in an official statement issued by the 
Italian War Office today.

PARIS FEARS 
FOR: VERDUN. 


French Genuinely Worried by 
the German Peril. 


Capture of City Would be 
~ Great Moral Victory.

People are Reported to be 
Getting Nervous.

Mowrer in a special cable from Paris 
to the Chicago Daily News says: 
Following are some of the com- 
ments of the French newspapérs on 


®| the developments in the Verdun bat- 


tle: 
“Let us remain absolutely calm— 
calmer than ever—during this su- 


preme effort of the Germans against 
Verdun,” says the Echo de Paris. 
“They cannot adviince faster than 
heretofore and will in the end ut- 
terly exhaust themselves at this 
game, even though they gain a few 
hundred yards. But one fact is 
absolutely certain—the harder they 
try before Verdun the less they will 
be able to free themselves and the 
better will they permit expected 
events to be prepared for quietly.” 

“People say.” writes Gustave 
Herve, “that even if the enemy took 
Verdun France would not die be- 
cause of it, for it would not break 
our front. Nevertheless, it would be 
a moral victory for the Germans— 
a victory that would give them and 
their allies confidence for three more 
months. It would be proof that their 
spirit remains intact and it would 
be a blow for us and our allies, for 
whom Verdun has become more than 
a powerful fortress. It is now-a 
symbol of our tenacity, our strength 
and our heroic resistance. 

“It cannot be denied that the peo- 
ple are getting nervous at our per- 
sistent immobility. One hears on 
every side: ‘Are we not going to 
help the Russians, who seem to be 
somewhat delayed on the right 
flank? - Are we going to let Verdun 
be taken and look on its fall with- 
out moving along the rest of our 
front and on the British front? If 
that is unity of action on a unified 
front it is a fine situation.’ . 

“The British headquarters’ staff is 
right and all who repeat with it that 
military leaders must be let alone, 
must not be enervated and must not 
be: made to attack before the chosen 
hours are right. But they are right 
on one condition, that they hurry 
and do in time whatever is neces- 
sary that Verdun shall not fall.” 

“The task imposed upon our 
heroic armies whose magnificent 
prowess cannot be exaggerated,” 
says Le Petit Parisien, “is almost 
superhuman. The German positions 
are certainly better than ours and in 
the words of a general who has be- 
icome illustrious at Verdun, ‘It is 
hard to fight with a river at one’s

and to take them the Germans would 
perhaps be obliged to sacrifice more 
men than they have already lost.

Telegrams were sent last evening

As- 
surances have been sent to the men 
directly connected with this move- 
ment m scores of veterans who 
have seen service in the Spanish- 
American War and in the National 
Guard that they will gladly join the 
guards and regularly attend drill. In 
this city there are also several] large 
bodies of men who belong to frater- 
nal orders and they have had the 
advantage of semi-military drill. It 
is proposed to make of the Los An- 
geles Home Guards an organization 
in which membership will be a high 
honor. 

It is probable that one feature of 
the Los Angeles Home Guards will 
be a section to be organized under 
the direction of Col. Emil Bloch, a 
veteran in German service, and who 
organized a regiment for the Span- 
ish-American War. This section will 
be notable, in that it will be com- 
posed of German-Americans who 
have seen service in the Fatherland, 
and will include men trained ‘in 
many lines of military duties. About 
fifty former service men now in the 
police department will enroll at 
once. 

Within a short time definite an- 
nouncement will be made as to re- 
cruiting stations, etc. Meanwhile 
offers of service can be made direct- 
ly to the Chamber of Commerce. 
This organization plans to stay right 
on the “preparedness” job, and will

ELIEVE BACKBONE OF 


STRIKE BROKEN. 


All Harbor Plants to be in Operation as\ 


Usual in Few Days. 


yITH all of the lumber yards, 
‘ pailroad yards and docks un- 
der constant surveillance of 
uniformed policemen, conditions at 
the harbor, where walking delegates 
and other members of the Long- 
shoremen’s Union have been threat- 
ening acts of violence, are growing 
less serious. In fact, announcement 
Was made last night by officials of 
the companies against whom the agi- 
tators are waging their warfare that 
the backbone of the strike has been 
broken and that all of the plants 
will be running full blast before the 
end of the week. 
Plans for open the several big 


hlumber yards have' been delayed, but 


this was for the purpose of getting” 
better prepared for any emergency. 
At a meeting here yesterday after- 
noon of officers of the Merchants’ 
and Manufactufers’ Association and 
the railroad, lumber and dock com- 
panies the whole situation was care- 
fully reviewed and a plan was adopt- 
ed which the conferees believe will 
result in the starting of work in all 
of the lumber yards without trouble. 

None of those who attended the 
conference would divulge the plans, 
but all seemed confident that the 
proper steps had been taken to de- 
feat the unionites in any attempt 
they may make to prevent the gen- 
eral opening 


TO REOPEN YARDS. 


“The meeting was for the sole pur- 
pose of laying plans for opening the 
yards and resuming work at the 
docks and railroad yards,” said E. G. 
Judah, president of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association. 
“What those plans are will be kept 
secret, hut it is eafe to say that we 


-|are prepared for any emergency. It 


is proposed to resume operations at 
the harbor at a stated time, and 
there is no question about the suc- 
cess of our plans. We want peace 
and quiet, and the steps we have 
taken assure us that we will not 
have any serious trouble. 

“Los Angeles is an open-shop city 
and it is going to remain one. We 
are prospering under such condi- 
tions, and there is no reason for us 
entering into an argument over a 
matter which was settled here long 


ago. 

“The companies concerned in_ this 
strike are prepared to protect their 
property, and the police department 
is prepared to protect the lives of 
all citizens. The result is that work 
will be resumed at the harbor, and 
nothing the strikers plan to do can 
be effective.” 


he has planned to send at least 100 
uniformed men to the harbor dis- 
trict today, and will keep that num- 
ber there as long as they are needed, 
If more men are necessary they will 
be detailed. 

The policing of the harbor district 
under the direct command of Lieut. 
Spellman is being done most suc- 
cessfully. Officers were to be seen 
everywhere yesterday, and the mo- 
ment that a crowd would gather the 
policemen would quietly disperse 
them. The strikers usually walked 
off reluctantly and with mutterings, 
but showed no disposition to oppose 
the orders of the officers. 

Acting Lieutenant McIntosh is in 
charge of the reserve force at the 
San Pedro subpolice station. He has 
Sergets. Hickok and McCleary with 
eight patrolmen ready for quick ac- 
tion. At the same station a squad 
of motorcycle officers, under the 
captaincy -of Sergt. .Gardner, are 
prepared to hurry to any part of 
the harbor: 

Special details have been assigned 
to the First-street landing under 
Sergts. Wallace and Kierscey; EB. K. 
Wood Lumber Company, Serst. 
Hartmeyer; San Pedro Lumber Com- 
pany; Kerckhoff-Cuznéer Lumber 
Company, Blinn Lumber Company, 
Hammond Lumber Company and 
the Consolidated Lumber Company. 

The Consolidated Lumber Com- 
pany is the only one in opera- 
tion. Twenty uniformed policemen, 
under the direction of Sergts. Gam- 
ash, Cahill and Gifford, patrol the 
property of this company in the day. 
time, while nearly twenty special of- 
ficers are on duty through the night. 


STRIKERS EJECTED. 


Strikers are making daring at- 
tempts to get within the confines of 
the Consolidated plant, but are 


promptly ejected as soon as discov- | 


ered. Yesterday a gang of rough- 
necks stood opposite the entrance 
to the yards and insulted men who 
applied for work, but the policemen 
would not permit them to do bodily 
harm to anyone, 

At night the strikers are especial- 
ly vicious, throwing rocks and other 
missiles over the high board fence 
at the guards. 

J. A. Privett, superintendent of 
the Consolidated, said yesterday that 
the plant is working with almost its 
full quota of men.

Prof. E. M. Nelson, traveler of 
note and a member of the faculty 
of the University de la Plata at 
Buenos Ayres, Argentine Republic, 


believes that the South American re- 
publica of Chile, Brazil and Argen- 
tine will step in at the eleventh hour 
and attempt an amicable settlement 
between the United States and Mex- 


co. 

The distinguished scholar, who, 
with Mrs. Nelson, is a guest at the 
Van Nuys Hotel, thinks that Mex- 
leo should learn from the United 
States as other American republics 
have learned and benefited from the 
ideals and principles of the Ameri- 
can people. . 

Any settlement of the situation 
along amicable lines, according to 
Prof. Nelson, should be in sympa- 
thy with the conditions stipulated 
by the Washington government. 

“Argentine, Brazil and Chile are 
in thorough accord and sympathy 
with the United States in this crisis,” 
said Prof. Nelson, “and anything 
these republics can do to bring about 
an entente cordiale between Mexico 
and the United States will be done 
promptly. 

“We in Argentine have so greatly 
benefited from the lessons taught us 
by the United States that we look 
up to her as our mother country. 
Our laws and institutions are copied 
from the American, and we feel that 
our national prosperity is largely 
due to what we learn every day 
from the Americans of the North.” 

Prof. Nelson is the head of the 
agricultural department of the La 
Plata University, and is traveling for 
his pleasure.

PAVLOWA GIVES A PRODUCTION 


OF REFINED QUALITY. 

By Henry Ohristeen Warnack. 

Anna Paviowa and a limited com- 
pany of brilliant dancers opened a 
peculiar engagement at the Majestic 
last night to a capacity house, The 
engagement is peculiar in that it is 
for only Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday nights, and Saturday matinee. 

No attempt is made at elaboration 
of scenic effects, and this is regret- 
table, because Pavlowa, always ador- 
able and transcendent, .requires the 
sumptuousness of a rich setting and 
the support of numbers as a back- 
ground for her rare spirituality. She 
is herself so purely a thing of the 
spirit as to be scarcely visible with- 
out surroundings that are somewhat 
sensuous. 

Paviowa means as much to Rus- 
sian art in the eyes of the rest of 
the world as Gabriel d’Annunzio 
means as a poet and novelist to the 
Italian nation, and D’Annunzio is the 
first voice of {talys; he is its Shake- 
speare.

These things are lacking in her 
present entertainment, and therefore 
something of the fiber of a great 
performance fs wanting. Our hearts 
are given many thrills and mentally 
we are. pleased, but the eye is not 
filled. Pavlowa is an artist of such 
incomparable quality that she can ill 
afford any compromise. It is like 
something in a small soul that would 
not be noticed when in a great soul 
the same act or fault would stand 
forth as a blot.

IX YEARS OF MISRULE IN MEXICO. 
If the average man were to be asked how 
many Presidents and provisional Presidents 
Mexico has had since 1910 he probably 
would be unable to say. The answer is 
nine. Any country which has nine heads in 
six years is in a state of disruption. 

The late Gen. Porfirio Diaz was inaugurat- 
ed President for the last time in December, 
1910. Between him and Gen. Venustiano 
Carranza there was a succession of leaders 
who proved unable to lead. The first of 
these was Dr. Francisco de la Barra, who 
was appointed provisional President in May, 
1911, when Diaz fled the country following 
the success of the insurrection headed by 
Francisco I. Maderd, Jr. : 

La Barra, who formerly was Ambassador 
to the United States, was but a seat-warmer 
for Madero, the reformer, who was elected 
President Octgber 1, 1911. Madero inaugu- 
rated the present era of misrule in Mexico 
and he paid the penalty with his life. He 
embarked upon a sea of troubles from the 
start, but managed to weather the storm for 
nearly two years, until Felix Diaz, nephew 
of the deposed President, seized Mexico City 
and hemmed Madero and a body of edher- 
ents in the National Palace. When ‘Gen. 
Victoriana Huerta’saw Madero’s caus®@ was 
lost he deserted him and joined Diaz. 

Huerta did more than merely join Diaz: 
he practically eliminated him. Young Diaz 
was a lightweight at the best of times, and 
if he had expected to become President, 
Huerta quickly disabused -him of the idea. 
The army proclaimed Huerta provisional 
President and he at once started to put a 
huge blot on his career by causing the mur- 
der of Madero, a crime which ultimately 
had a great effect in the United States, 
where it was used as one of the chief rea- 
sons for refusing to recognize Huerta. 


_ Assuming the powers of a dictator, it was | 
mot long before Huerta found himself op- 
posed by a new party called the Constitu- 


tionalists, at the head of which were Can- 
ranza and Villa. While Huerta was trying 
conclusions with the Constitutionalists he 
became embrofled with the United States, 
ng to the arrest of some American ma- 
at Tampico in April, 1914.

A man practically unknown in the United 
States, Dr. Francisco Carbajal, who was 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, automatically 
— provisional President. He was not 
approved by Carranza and in less than a 
month fled from the capital upon the ap- 
proach of the man who was now becoming 
talked of as “the supreme chief.” 

Carranza undoubtedly expected to be made 
‘President when he first entered the capital, 
but a convention of Constitutionalist lead- 
ers chose Gen. Eulalie Gutierrez. The dis- 
gusted “supreme chief” refused to recog- 
nize Gutierrez; but the latter had the sup- 
port of Villa and Zapata, and so Carranza 
was forced to withdraw from the capital. 
Gen. Obregon remained the sole leader of 
prominence faithful to Carranza. 

A precious trio like Villa, Zapata and Gu- 
tierrez could not long expect to remain on 
speaking terms. Villa and Zapata deposed 
Gutierrez and made Col. Roque Gonzales 
Garza provisional President in his stead. 
People in the United States hardly had time 
to learn his name before Garza was deposed 
in favor of Francisco Lagos Chazaro. He 
was but another puppet who danced when 
strings were pulled. ¥ 

Finally, in October last, the United States 
and eight of the republics of Central and 
South America recognized Carranza. Many 
people felt at the time that that recognition 
was a huge mistake and subsequent events 
have but strengthened their opinion. 

A depressing fact about Mexico at the 
present moment ifs that it has no command- 
ing man, a real leader, a true “supreme 
chief,” to whom it and other nations can 
turn fn this hour of crisis and say, “Bring 
order out of chaos.” Therefore it seems 
necessary for the United States\to under- 
take the duty. |

It was Ulster who announced her inten- 
tion of defying Parliameht and the majority 
decision, under a flamboyant covenant of 
“loyalty” to an embarrassed, disconcerted 
Great Britain that yearned for nothing so 
much as to have the Irish question settled.

Under the now proposed “Home Rule by 
Agreement” the co-operation of Ulster is 
essential. During this time of great na- 
tional trial the British government is anx- 
fous for unity, for internal peace, for set- 
tlement. Plan after plan is discussed by 
p which Irish aspirations can be satisfied. 

Only Belfast stands in the way. But Sir 
Edward Carson, with the responsibilities of 
office on his shoulders, does not appear to 
turn an altogether unrelenting ear towards 
the Prime Minister’s proposals.

LSTER’S SELFISH PART. 

As the conditions leading up to the 
Irish rebellion become more illuminated the 
blame for it is gradually traced to Belfast, 
where the whole attitude of the Orange- 
men since the outbreak of the war which 
postponed home rule has been one of irri- 
tating cocksureness. And when Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, the Ulster leader, was includ- 
ed in the coalition Cabinet it gave color to 
their taunts that home rule would never 
now be realized. | 

Premier Asquith’s visit to Ireland after 
the rebellion had been quelled was essential- 
ly a wise and diplomatic move. He went 
to investigate for himself, to halt the re- 
vengeful rage of the military authorities in 
their flerce “crushing” tactics; he went to 
see if salvation could not be substituted 
for destruction. And he decided it could. 

The outstanding fact of the rebellion is 
that the Sinn Feiners; with all their wrong- 
headedness, were for the most part intel- 
Jectual idealists. The Nationalist party was

The Stauffer chemical interests 
of New York, San Francisco, Bor- 
deaux, France and Gernsheim, Ger 
many, will build a great sulphur re 
finery at Freeport, Texas. A site of 
five acres has been secured and the 
company announces that all of this 
acreage will be utilized for refinery 
purposes.

ion, added to which is the that 
a favorable location on dé water 
frontage was available. Coincident 


with the coming of the refinery, the 
Freeport Sulphur Company is more 
than doubling its sulphur-producing 
capacity, by the construction of an 
additional power plant unit, which, 
when completed probably will be the 
largest_steam-producing power plant 


in Texas. 


To furnish the mine water for 
the production of superheated steam 
by this plant an immense water 
reservoir, impounding 40,000,000 gal- 
lons, has been provided, the water 
being conveyed into the reservoir 
from a 3%-mile water canal run- 
ning from the mines to the Brazos 
River, gravity flow, thus insuring 
perpetual supply. The daily water 
requirement of the mines, upon 
completion of the third unit will be 
6,000,000 gallons, and the daily fuel 
oil requirement for firing the boilers 
of the plants will be 3000 barrels or 
over 1,000,000 barrels per annum, 
making this industry the largest 
fuel oil consuming concern in Texas. 
It is believed from the progress of 
construction work that the new unit 
will be in operation in June of this 
year.

Free country as we are, no nation 
in the world passes more laws for 
the conduct of its citizens, knowing 
full well that freedom would mean 
license unthinkable. 

How Britannia has boasted of her 
freedom, yet when trouble comes 
seo how hastily, how frantically, 
she sets it aside! Directly hig coun- 
try faces disaster the free Briton 
becomes a conscript, while the 
cheap falsetto voice of «freedom is 
crying in the wilderness. 

We women have been crying fdr 
freedom through a century. But it 
isn't freedom we want; it is wider 
responsibilities, larger shackles, 
more loyalty.

The Council Budget Committee

The City Engineer was instructed to 
foe ahead with his plans for paving 
the city’s share of this stretch and 
_ tm case bids are not as low as the 
engineer's estimates, the city will do 
the work by force account. : 
Purchasing Agent Baker, who a 
peared before the Committee to tell 
where his budget can be trimmed, 
asserted that on everything the city 
is purchasing at the present time, 
Prices are 6 to.
